Talk of the Past in Annual 


Convention, 


OVATION TO WADE'HAMPTON, 


WHO'S NOT SOEET. 


For Having Fought With the 


Confederacy, 


Richmond, July- \.—The slxll. annual 


convention of the Confederate veterans 
met yesterday,In the vaat and gaily dec- 
orated auditorium erected for the pur- 
pose at the exposition grounds in this 
city. Intermingled with the Confeder- 
ate colors and baltleflags are the north- 
ern . flaffs, and just above the presiding 
officer's seat are two large spangled 
banners. Around the (jallerles .are the 
coats-of.-arms of all the late Confeder- 
ate states. The auditorium, which co.n 
Beat over 10,000 people, was comfortably 
tilled, and presented a handsome ap- 
pearance, ^when the arrival ot General 
Gordon, coinmaiuler-In-chief of the Con- 
federate yeterans.'was greeted by cheers 
and the band played "Dixie." He waa 
presented with a gavel made from a tree 
cut In the battlefield of Chlckamauira. 
He then opened the convention by In- 
troducing Chaplain Jones ot the Con- 
federate veterans, who made a prayer. 


. S. GORDON. 


At the conclusion of the prayer, Gen-' 


eral Gordon Introduced GovernorO'Fer- 
rall, who was on the program to welcome 
the veterans to Richmond, but that 
gentleman had barely started when a 
r.heer broke forth from the far end ol 
the auditorium, and General Wade 
I-Iampton was seen limping up toward 
the stand. -His progress through the 
audience.; was greeted by- the wildest 
cheers, aajd when at last he reached the 
stand, General Gordon announced him 
as the ."brave commanderrin-chlef ot 
the Confederate cavalry,", which called 
forth another round of cheers and "rebel 
yells." 


Order being-.restored, Governor O'Fer- 


rall-was rehitroduced, and welcomed 
the veterans, to -Virginia. 
The gov- 


ernor's speech-was an eloquent tribute 
to the bravery and fortitude of the Con- 
federate soldiers. 
He asked: "Am 1 


not voicing your sentiments, comrades?" 
and was answered by cheers. Governor 
O'Ferrall was followed by Mayor Taylor, 
who, as the head of the municipal gov- 
ernment, -welcomed the veterans once 
more to the historic city of Hichmond. 


At the conclusion of the mayor's ad- 


dress General Peyton Wise, chairman 
ot the local reunion committee, formally 
turned over the hall to the convention, 
and then trie regular proceeding's began. 


Several times during the day there 


had been calls for a speech from General 
Hampton. 
When General Wise took 


his seat the calls were renewed, and the 
South Carolinan walked to the front ot 
the stage. The band struck up "Dixie," 
while the whole audience arose and ap- 
plauded. A veteran then passed to the 
front, bearing an old battleflas that had 
been shot through In many places, and 
waved It before the vast assemblage. 


"When General Hampton .was 
per- 


mitted 
to 
speak, 
some 
one 
cried 


"Louder!" "I used to 'b-;-able to speak 
loud enough to make you charge," re- 
plied General Hampton. 
Words, he 


said, could not express his gratitude 
tor the great honor, which had been done 
him. He had come to rriimjle with the 
veterans perhaps for the last time, and 
do honor to the memory of. that great 
man, 
President 
Davis. The general 


said that he would still be fighting If 
the Confederate flag were waving. He 
had' no apology to make, for his course. 
When h'ls.state called upon him, he went 
Into war :is a private, and served his 
country aa best he could. The speaker 
paid a beautiful tribute to the private 
soldiers, and. In cor.^luslon, said the only 
>epltaph he wanted written on his tomb- 
stone was that he was a Confederate 
soldier. 


General Gordon responded to the ad- 


dress. oC welcome, and received the" 
building on behalf of the veterans. The 
general paid, a glowing tribute to Vir- 
ginia and Virginians, which was greeted 
with .prolonged cheering.

After .the Announcement of the com' 


mlttee. on credentials, General Stephen 
D. Lee was Introduced, to present the 
report o£ the committee on history.. It 
.was a.* lengthy paper, and dealt with the 
whole subject' of histories. The report 
recommended the establishment of a 
.chair of AmerlcanT history in southern 
colleges and universities, a'nd the more 
thorough teaching of history In the 
schools, public and private, throughout 
the south. The report concluded with an 
eloquent tribute to the 
Confederate 


soldiers, and thersouthern women, -After 
the appointment "of certain committees 
the. convention'adjourned until today. 


A reception was given In honor of Mrs. 


Jeff Davis and her daughter, Mrs. Hays, 
in the Confederate Museum last night; 
by the regents of that-Institution: The 
museum Is the building formerly the 
-"White House -of the Confederacy. When 
.the .hour fixed for. lira. Davis and her 
daughter to"arrlve came, there was a 
solid mass of humanity In the streets 
about the -house. 
So great was the 


crowd that all could not enter the house,

Up to 18S2 he had been an ardent Re- 
publican, but'in that year he came out 
for Mr. Cleveland, stumping Iowa in 
the interests of the latter and tariff re- 
form. This made something of a sensa- 
tion, aud wheinii 1889 the Iowa Demo- 
crats nominated him for governor he 
was elected, it being rbe first time tho 
party had won a state election in Iowa 
for 40 years. In 1891 Mr." Boies -u'as.re- 
nominated, but was defeated. Since.tiiat 
time he has lived quietly at Waterloo, 
wheje 'he carries on an extensive law • 
practice and manages a farm of 2,500 
acres in extent. 


Mr. Boies is a very popular man in 


his party. He is what politicians call a 
"miser," meeting all men on the sam.3 
piano and extending cordial' sympathy 
or a cheery greeting to high and low 
alike.

The Police Fought Fiercely 


—How Bt Began. 


Cleveland, July l.—JTor nearly a month 


the strike at the works of the Brown 
Hoisting1 and Conveying1 company lias 
continued, with frequent, though Indi- 
vidual attacks by strikers upon work- 
men who had taken their places. At ii 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, 170 em- 
ploy ea of the Brown company were 
marched .from the "work's, under the 
L-scort of SO policemen, to the car trades 
on St. Clalr street. A crowd oC2000 men, 
\vomen and boys-had gathered, and be- 
jja.n hooting- and hissing. Two mntor- 
'jars L-ainc: along1, and were signalled to 
stop, but the strikers yelled. "Go ahead, 
rlon't stop!" .and 
the mo to rm en in- 


creased their speed 
and ."whizzed "by. 


The police then marched the men In 
their charge a block Eurther away to a 
corner and halted for another car, and 
the crowd followed. Some one In. the 
crowd threw a big1 atone, which struck 
Patrolman Keidol, and cut his head 
open.

Deputy Chief of Police McMahon then 


S'ave a prearranged signal, and the 
crowd was given a terrible lesson. Forty 
policemen swung out into line, and the 
other 40 closed in around the men they 
were- protecting. 
The first 40, under 


command of Captain English and.Lieu- 
tenant Dunn, charged the crowd with 
riot clubs,' and they hit PO break heads. 
Two rushes up the street sent the crowd 
In that direction flying, and left a dozen 
men lying on the pavement with bleed- 
ing heads. 
Then the police charged 


twice In. the oppislte direction, and then 
down a side street, using their clubs 
vigorously. They scattered the crowd 
effectually, and arrested four of the I 
ringleaders after splitting the-scalp of j 
one ot them. In the meantime, the po- 
lice guarding the workmen stopped a 
car almost by force, and sejit their 
charges away. 
No one was danger- 


ously hurt by the clubbing, so far as 
can be ascertained, but there are scores 
of broken heads.

not voicing your sentiments, comrades?" 
and was answered by cheers. Governor 
O'Ferrall was followed by Mayor Taylor, 
who, as the head of the municipal gov- 
ernment, welcomed the veterans once 
more to the historic city of Richmond. 


At the conclusion of the mayor's ad- 


dress ' G-eiwral • Peyton "Wise, chairman 
of the local reunion committee, formally 
turned over the hall to the convention, 
and then the regular proceedings "began. 


Several . times during the day 'there 


had been calls for a speech from General 
Hampton. 
When General Wise tooK 


"hla seat the calls were renewed, and the 
South Carollnan walked-to the front of 
the stage. The band struck up "Dixie," 
while the whole audience arose and ap- 
plauded. A. veteran then passed to the 
ilfont, bearing an old battleflag that had

Horace Boies, who looms np among 


the Dem(X'ratic possibilities as Iowa's 
fnvorite 
SOD, is ci strvnch adherent of 


free silver and tariff reform. ,He was 
torn about C8 years n;jo in n little vil- 
lago near Buffalo. He was brongiit up 
on a farm and at tho age of 16 left 
homo to make a fortune for himself in 
tbe wido west. Ho landed in Rneine, 
Wis., with just 75 cents in his pocket. 
After working for farmers for awhile he 
returned to New York without a for- 
tune, but with a determination to get 


nn education. Supporting himself by 
doing chores for a lawyer, he attended 
tho academy at Springville, N. Y., and 
applied himself diligently to the study 
of law.

• 


In 1852 young-Boies, was admitted to 


the tar, took-a wife and 'settled in the 
town of Hamburg, near Buffalo. Atthiifc 
time he was an active"Republican and 
^waa rewarded by being sent to the state 


• legislature. He htiti become one of the 
most prominent lawyers in the western 
part of the state and removed to Buf- 
falo, where he met Grover Cleveland, 
then district attorney. 


In 1S07 Mr. Boirs removed to Water- 


loo, Ia., the home of bis wife's parents. 
He bought a large tract of land and ac- 
quired considerable political prestige. 
I7p to 1SS2 he hid been an ardent Re- 
publican, but in that year he came out 
for Mr. Cleveland, stumping. Iowa -in 
the interests of the latter und tariff re- 
form. This made something of a.sensa- 
tion, and \vhenin 1SS9 the Iowa Demo- 
crats nominated him for governor he 
was elected, it being the first time the 
party had won a state election in Iowa 
for 40 years. In 1891 Mr. Boies vas re- 
nominated, but was defeated. Since, that 
time ho has lived quietly at Waterloo, 
vrhei-e he carries on an extensive law 
practice and manages a farm of 2,500 
acres in extent.

his party. He is what politicians call a 
'.'mixer," meeting all men on the samo 
place aud extending cordial sympathy

his district was Republican - he. was 
elected ty ri majority that was .greater 
than the number of votes his opponent 
secured. As further proof of the great 
confidence the city had in his discretion 
nnd quick judgment, he was nominated 
for mayor, .but for private reasons de- 
clined. He was also honored by being 
tendered neru'ly every office in .the gift 
of his party in the state of 2STew Jersey, 
but felt that he could serve His state 
better ns an humble worker.

This Immediately revived the hope that 
the men might be aHve.although the offi- 
cials place little reliance on this story. 
Five men, headed by Peter Lohr, vol- 
unteered to crawl over the walls and see 
what could be seen. They were told 
that they made the journey at their own 
T\3k.arnl replied that they were satisfied. 
They were Peter Lohr, Dave Conn'ell, 
James Mahon, James O'prlen and James 
Ijynolt, all single men. 


Another extensive cave-In occurred In 


the working of the Twin shaft early 
this morning. The cave-in was In that 
portion of the mine where the vl.ctlmy 
are thought to be. It'made a terrible 
report, and was heard all over the town. 
The fall must have been a heavy one. 
It had the effect of driving the rescuers 
out of th» slope, for the timbers around 
them Immediately began to sway and 
crack. A fail In the slope may occur at 
any moment. 


The news of the second cave-In had a 


most discouraging effect on everybody. 
The five'men who volunteered to-climb 
the walls were not caught in this morn- 
ing's fall. They climbed safely to the 
head of the slope.

Chicago, July-i.—Delegates to the con-

Congressman Shafroth of Colorado 


was asked yesterday to define the claims 
of the" Teller men', and replied: "Senator 
Teller is not a candidate In the sense 
of seeking the nomination, as could a 
member of the Democratic party. The 
friends of the senator who cannot stand 
gold monometallism are simply trying 
to impress upon the Democrats the 
enormous advantage^ there would be In 
uniting upon Teller, who could solidify 
all the bimetallic forces.

and 
whizzed by. 


The police1 then cnarcn"ed the men in 
their charge a block further away to a 
corner,.and halted for another car, and 
the crowd followed. Some one "in the 
crowd threw a. big stone, .which struck 
Patrolman Keldel, and cut his head 
open- 


Deputy Chief of Police McMahon then 


gave a prearranged signal,--and the 
crowd -was given a terrible lesson. Forty 
policemen swung out into line, and the 
o'her 40 closed in around the men they 
were protecting-.- 
The flr'st 40, under 


command of Captain English ajid Lieu- 
tenant Dunn, charged the" crowd with 
riot clubs, and they hit «o break heads. 
Two rushes up the street sent the crowd 
in that direction flying,.and left a dozen 
men lying on the pavement with bleed- 
ing heads. Then the police charged 
twice In the opplslte direction, and then 
down a side street, using their clubs 
vigorously. They scattered the crowd 
effectually, and arrested four of the 
i-ingleaders after splitting the scalp of 
one of them. In the meantime, the po- 
lice guarding the workme'n stopped a 
car almost by. force, and sent their 
charges away. 
No .one was danger- 


ously hurt by the clubbing, so far as 
can be ascertained, but there are scores 
of broken heads. Further trouble Is 
feared.
